BUSINESS TURNS CORNER 


Shall G ettysburg College 
seniors, 
who expect to teach, school after g ra ­ 
duation, be allowed to practice in the 
classrooms af Gettysburg High school 
and seventh and eight grades? 
This was the question presented to 
members of the G ettysburg School 
Board at a special meeting, Thursday 
evening, by officials of the State De­ 
partm ent of Public Instruction. 
The 
local board withheld action on 
the 
question until their regular meeting 
next month. 


Dr. A. L. Roland, director of the 
teacher’s bureau of the D epartm ent of 
Public Instruction, 
H arrisburg, p re­ 
sented the 'proposition to the board 
members, 
In explaining the latest 
law of the 
legislature, Dr. 
Roland 
stated that in order for college g ra ­ 
duates to become certificated as teach­ 
ers in public schools in this state, it 
was necessary fo r them to have six 
hours of practice 
teaching for one 
semester. 
Five of these hours are 
to be spent in 
classrooms of 
high 
schools or the upper gram m ar grades, 
the remaining hour to be spent in 
conference- with the college professor Are also finding that the cold weather 
under whose supervision they would 
be. 
"The plan is not unique,” Dr. Ro­ 
land explained. 
“ It has been tried in 
43 college communities throughout the 
state and the departm ent has heard 
no complaints. 
The purpose of the 
law is to secure better prepared teach­ 
ers for schools in this state. 
So of­ 
ten the departm ent finds that teachers 
graduating from college, lack the con­ 
tact with school children and thus fail 
as teachers. We wish to guard against 
this contingency

Expeditions Test Einstein The* 
ory at Sun’s 
Eclipse.

When Old Sol hides his face behind 
the moon for a few brief moments on 
September 
21 there 
will be 
many 
scientists on hand to record the fact 
with elaborate telescopic 
and photo­ 
graphic devices that have been trans­ 
ported in some cases half way around 
the world months in advance. 
Some of the points at which eclipse 
expeditions will be located are the 
Maldive Islands in the Indian Ocean, 
Christmas 
Islands about 250 
miles 
south of the west end of Java, Wallal 
on the western 
coast of Australia, 
Cordillo Downs in central Australia, 
to which instruments and suppliea will 
be transported by camel trains from 
Adelaide, South Adstrallia, and Goon- 
diwindi 
in 
the 
southern 
part 
of 
Queensland. 
The longest duration of 
tota^ty will be five minutes and nine­ 
teen seconds at Wallal. 
The Kodiakanal Observatory expedi­ 
tion from South India in charge of Di­ 
rector 
Evershed 
will locate in 
the 
Maldive 
Islands. 
On Christmas Is­ 
lands, the eclipse will be observed by 
expeditions from the Royal Observa­ 
tory, of Greenwich, and the combined 
expedition from 
Holland and 
Ger­ 
many which will be joined by observ­ 
ers from Java. 
The latter expedition 
is now on its way and the British ex­ 
pedition has been on the island since 
the last of March making 
extensive 
preparations for testing the Einstein 
theory of relativity. 
It is essential, for this purpose, to 
photograph the field of stars in which 
the sun will be found at the time of 
eclipse, several months before or after 
the eclipse date. 
If, as the Einstein 
theory requires, the rays of light front 
stars near the sun are deflected from 
their course at the time of eclipse ow­ 
ing to the attraction of the sun’s mass, 
a comparison 
of photographs 
taken 
when the sun is in this field of stars at 
eclipse, with 
photographs taken sev­ 
eral months previous, when the 
sun 
was not in the field, will show the dis­ 
placement of the star images required 
by the theory. 
A number of eclipse expeditions will 
locate at Wallal, West Australia, ow­ 
ing to the generosity of the Australian 
government in placing at the disposal 
of the eclipse expeditions a transport 
of the Australian Navy. 
Some of the expeditions that will ac­ 
cept this offer of the Australian Gov­ 
ernment are the Crocker eclipse expe­ 
dition of the Lick observatory, Cali­ 
fornia, 
in charge of Prof. W. 
W. 
Campbell, an expedition from the Uni­ 
versity of Toronto which will also in­ 
clude Dr. R. K. Young, of the Domin­ 
ion Astrophysical Observatory, 
Vic­ 
toria B. C., and an expedition from 
the Observatory of Perth, West Aus­ 
tralia. 
The transport left Freeman- 
tle, the port of Perth, the last of Au­ 
gust and will bring members of the 
expeditions 
back to that port 
a/ter 
the eclipse.
